Targeting 
drinking drivers 
in South Simcoe 

R.I.D.E. (Reduce Impaired Driving 
Everywhere) Programs are conducted 
all year round, but are enhanced 
during the festive season, thanks to 
a $16,000 grant from the Ministry of 
Community Safety and Correctional 
Services. 

With the additional resources and 
manpower, South Simcoe Police 
have been setting up checkpoints 
in both Bradford West GwUlimbury 
and Innisfil - and in the first week of 
the Festive Season R.I.D.E. prgram, 
stopped a total of 895 vehicles. 

As a result, four drivers were charged 
with drinking and driving-related 
offences - and 13 received at least a 
3-day Driver's Licence suspension for 
registering in the WARN range, with 
a Blood Alcohol Concentration of 
between .05 and .08, the legal limit. 

Thursday, December 4 was a busy 
day for Police. A checkpoint at 
Colborne and Britannia in Bradford 
resulted in 3 charges, within a half- 
hour period. 

At 10:49 p.m., a vehicle was stopped 
and an officer detected the odor of 
alcohol on the breath of the driver, 
who claimed to be the "Designated 
Driver.” A roadside screening device 
registered a WARN; the man received 
a 3-day licence suspension, and 
his vehicle was impounded. At 11 
p.m., a stopped driver denied having 
consumed alcohol - even though the 
officer could detect the odor of alcohol 
on the man’s breath.

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LAKESHORE WATER TREATMENT PLANT PHASE 3 EXPANSION 
REVISIONS AND ADDENDA TO ENVIRONMENTAL STUDY REPORT 
NOTICE OF FILING OF ADDENDUM 


The Town of Innisfil completed the Lakeshore Water Treatment Plant (WTP) Phase 3 Expansion Environmental Study Report (ESR) in January 2011, 
which identified a preferred solution that would provide municipal water to accommodate approved future growth in the Towns of Innisfil and 
Bradford West Gwillimbury (BWG). The solution identified in the ESR included an expansion of the existing WTP to the north side of the property, a 
new intake, and twinning of the Low Lift Pumping Station (LLPS) and watermain. As the Town proceeded through the conceptual design stage of 
the project, a new solution was identified that has fewer impacts on the social and natural environment. This new recommended solution provides 
the same municipal water capacity to support future growth of both Innisfil and BWG, but includes a small expansion of the WTP to the south-east, 
a retrofit to the existing treatment facility and LLPS, and the twinning of the existing watermain between the WTP and LLPS. In addition, it involves 
using an improved single treatment process which creates less waste, provides enhanced flexibility and ease of implementation for future capacity 
expansions, and has a smaller construction footprint. 

The new solution, including the revised design concept, measures for mitigating environmental impacts, and the amended construction schedule, is 
documented in an Addendum to the ESR. By this notice, the ESR Addendum is being placed on public record for a 30-calendar day review period 
starting December 5, 2014 and ending January 5, 2015, in accordance with the requirements of the Municipal Class Environmental Assessment 
process. Subject to comments received as a result of this Notice, the Town intends to proceed with the construction of this project in the summer of 
2015. Please note that only changes proposed in the Addendum are open for review.

12 Days of Holiday Safety 

To raise awareness on the most common causes of home fire during the 
holidays and how to prevent them, the Fire Marshal’s Public Fire Safety 
Council is launching the “12 Days of Holiday Fire Safety" again this year. 
Day 1 Water fresh trees daily. If you’re using a real tree, buy a fresh 
tree and keep the base of the trunk in water at all times. Keep 
your tree away trom any ignition source such as the fireplace, 


Day 2 Check all sets el lights belore decorating. Before you put those 
lights on the tree or around the front window check the cords 
closely. Discard any sets that are frayed or damaged. 

Day 3 Make sure you have working smoke alarms. Replace smoke 
alarms if they are over 10 years old. Remember that you need 
working smoke alarms on every storey of your home and outside 
all sleeping areas. Test your alarms to make sure they will alert 
you and your family if a fire occurs. 

Day 4 Make sure you have working carbon monoxide alarms. 
Replace any carbon monoxide alarms over seven years old. 
Installing carbon monoxide alarms in your home will alert you to 
the presence of this deadly gas. 

Day 5 Make sure everyone knows how to get out salely it a lire 
occurs. Develop and practise a home fire escape plan with all 
members of the household and make sure someone helps young 
children, older adults or anyone else that may need assistance 
to evacuate. Once outside, stay outside and call 911 from a cell 
phone or neighbours house. 

Day 6 Use extension cords wisely Extension cords should be used 
only as a temporary connection. Make sure cords never go under 
rugs as this can cause damage to the cord and cause a fire. 

Day 7 Give space heaters space. If you are using space heaters 
remember to keep them at least one metre (3 feet) away from 
anything that can burn such as curtains, upholstery, or holiday 
decorations. 

Day 8 When you go out, blow out! Remember to always blow out 
candles before leaving the room or going to bed. Keep lit candles 
safely away from children and pets and anything that can burn, 
such as curtains, upholstery, or holiday decorations. 

Day 9 Keep matches and lighters out ol the sight and reach ol 
children. People often keep matches and lighters handy to light 
holiday candles. But matches and lighters can be deadly in the 
hands of children. If you smoke, have only one lighter or book of 
matches and keep them with you at all times. 

Day 10 Watch what you heat! Cooking fires most commonly occur 
when cooking is left unattended. Always stay in the kitchen 
when cooking - especially if using oil or high temperatures. If a 
pot catches fire, carefully slide a tight-fitting lid over the pot to 
smother the flames and then turn off the heat. 

Day 11 Encourage smokers to smoke outside. If you do allow smoking 
indoors use large, deep ashtrays that can’t be knocked over and 
make sure cigarette butts are properly extinguished. 

Day 12 There ’s more to responsible drinking than taking a cab home. 
Keep a close eye on anyone attempting to cook or smoke 
while under the influence of alcohol. Alcohol is all too often a 
common factor in many fatal fires.
